1 . Claims 14,23,30,33-35,59 directed to an allowable product. Pursuant to the 
procedures set forth in MPEP § 821 .04(B), claims 42,44-50, previously withdrawn from 
consideration as a result of a restriction requirement, are hereby rejoined and fully 
examined for patentability under 37 CFR 1.104. 

Because all claims previously withdrawn from consideration under 37 CFR 1 .142 
have been rejoined, the restriction requirement as set forth in the Office action 
mailed on 11-21-07 is hereby withdrawn. In view of the withdrawal of the restriction 
requirement as to the rejoined inventions, applicant(s) are advised that if any claim 
presented in a continuation or divisional application is anticipated by, or includes all the 
limitations of, a claim that is allowable in the present application, such claim may be 
subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory double patenting rejections over the 
claims of the instant application. Once the restriction requirement is withdrawn, the 
provisions of 35 U.S.C. 121 are no longer applicable.

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: It is noted 
that Easley et al (6,099,645) teaches a wafer boat including silicon carbide and having 
a structure not unlike that claimed however Easley et al fail to teach or fairly suggest the 
a wafer boat having including recrystallized silicon carbide having the claimed pore 
structure and impurity amount.
